Park, a woman of much experience and a good knowledge of 
human nafure. said some things that women voters will do 
well to heed, though if is probable that most of them are not 
in serious need of (lie advice proffered by the speaker.

result of the enfranchisement of women will doubtless be (he 
opening of the eyes of.many to the facf (hat women are not so 
shallow and fickle .as some imagine them to be; that t'tie ma- 
jority of them lia've minds.of-their own and will not gojto (he 
ballot box as mere tags of.their husbands and brothers. 


One tiling Mrs. Park, warned the women against was (lat- 


tery, and she hoped the time would never 'come when any 
woman would permit herself to be cajoled Info casting h'eV vote 


« one way or, another. , She fold how one congressman worked 
f to send flower seeds to the'women of his district, evidently 


feeling that this would be worth more as a-vote bringerjlhan 
sending vegetable seeds fo the men. 
However, the scheme 


failed to work, for (lie man failed of re-election. 
• 


For the benefit of women volcrs Mrs. Park described at 


length the work.of the League of Women Voters, saying that 
it urges all women to register and idenlify themselves with 
some party. And she said that in selecting a party a woman 
should be sure it'Is the p.nrty pf her choice, not one that she was 
born to or married into. AVdmeii'shoiild rtake their intelligence 
and conscience into the parties they join, for these will be 
needed by the party, whichever it is, said Mrs. Park. She further 
said that women should understand that uniting with a politi- 
cal party does not necessarily mean a contract for life. 


All this was good advice and made it plain that the speaker 


is aware of the pitfalls into which some women voters are 
liable .to fall before gaining a solid footing in the political 
world, but there is up reason to believe that, on the whole, 
women who see'fit to exercise their rights and privileges as 
voters will fail to act seriously when casting their ballots. 
Most of them realize that this is not an idle pastime and not 
c'hild's play, but a very responsible duty to be performed with 
judgment and care. 
11 would'be well if more men underslooi' 


this as well as many of the women do. 


There have been wide differences of opinion on the' quesfioi 


of woman's suffrage ever since it was first agitated more thai 
fifty years ago, and there are yet. 
But suffrage for women is 


now an accomplished fact. The question no longer is, shal 
women vote? but how wiirthey vote? 
Those who regard 


their enfranchisement as an important experiment-are more 
or less.divided in llieir views. Some feel that the women will 
carry into politics'Hie emotionalism which is so esseiitial fo 
the making and execution of laws, while others are as firmly 
convinced thai most of the women voters will manifest as 
sound judgment and common sense as Ihe average man; and 
the chances are that these are right. Recent years have s'hbwn 
that man}' women possess rare business sense and executive 


•ability, and in view of what has been done and is being done 
by women in the business and professional world there seems 
no reason lo fear that they will not meet their political obliga- 
tions creditably.and to the benefit of the country. 


If they make.some mistakes it will be no more than the men 


do. To-some extent (hey wil lhave to feel their way into-this 
new field 'of .activity.for.1 them. • They will'have to learn to 
profit by their mistakes and to persevere in their efforts to 
better the conditions of life and living. And there seems nc 
risk in saying that this they can be trusted to do.
